two invading stockmen and Texana 
were arraigned In court yesterday, 
charged with murder in the first de- 
gree. They were indicted in a bixly 
and in groups of four. It required all 
day to read the Indictments. The trial 
is set for the iJild of August. 


Prosecutor Davidson asked the court 


to issue an ordor to disarm the prison- 
ers and have them kept out of saloons. 
He pointed to F. M. Canton, one of the 
prisoners who was in court on a 
stretcher, having shot himself in the 
leg Friday night, as an example of the 
urgency of such an order. 
Many of the 


prisoners carry revolvers and knives, 
and bo far have been permitted to go 
about at will without guards. The re- 
quest was granted. 


Killed bv Foul Oas In a. Well. 


FLKMiNGsmnia, Ky., Aug. H —Satur- 


day, at Emmon's schoolhouse, between 
Hillsboro and Poplar Plains, two men, 
James Me Roberts and John Skeins, 
were suffocated by foul air while dig- 
ging a well. Tho two men were In the 
wall digging, when gas came up, and 
they were Boon helpless. Sandford Mc- 
Iloberts, another workman, went down 
to help them, and he, too, was soon 
overcome by the gas. W. S. Irvine, 
who was passing the well at the time, 
went to their aid, and the men ware 
pulled up with a windlass. 
Skeins was 


dead when taken out, and James Me- 
Hoberts died a few hours later. San- 
ford McRobertf* Is not expected to live. 
Miss Woods BUU in a Critical Condi-

LONDON, Aug. 7.—Miss Woods, who 


was aaHaultod by tramps, is still in a 
critical condition. Hor head had been 
terribly beaten. Throe layers of frac- 
tured bones were found pressing on tho 
brain. Tho patient seemed slightly re- 
lieved by the operation which was per- 
formed. The doctors offer but little 
hope of her recovery. Tho dog which 
thu prisoner, Markcly, claims to havo 
"been shooting when he hurt the girl 
lias been found unhurt, thus disprov- 
ing the tramp's story.

FOULLY MDRDEBED. 


The Bishop of Follgno Done to 


Death In a Railway Oar. 


ROBBERY THE MOTIVE FOR THE CRIME. 


This Interior ol tho Compartment, After 


the Deed, Resembled a Slaughter 


Pen—The Police in Hot Pur- 


suit of the Murderer. 


ROME, Aug. 8. —Feilerict, bishop of 


Foligno, was murdered in a first-class 
railway carriage between Asslsi and 
Follguo last evening. Robbery is sup- 
posed tohavo been tho motive. The 
bishop hold services In Assisi yester- 
day 
and as he expected to loave 


Foliguo for a trip southward to-day he 
had taken with him a considerable sum 
of money which ho had drawn from 
bank on Saturday. 


IIo loft Assist with but oni> othor par- 


son in the compartment with him. This 
person was an undereuod man of heavy 
build, dressed in black and carrying a 
handbag. As he entered the Foligna 
station, tho guard noticed that the door 
of the bishop's oorapartment was open 
and somothing white fluttered on the 
floor. An investigation revoalcd a hor- 
rible state of affairs. 
In one corner, 


and 
half-wedged 
under 
a 
seat, 


lay 
the 
bishop's body bathed in 


blood. 
His head had been beaten with 


a hammer or iron rod so that In flvo 
spots it had been cracked open. 
Hi- 


had boon stabbed in the breast twice 
and tho neck once. Ills clothing about 
the waist had boon almost torn off in 
tho struggle between him and the as- 
sassin, and half of his shirt lay in blood 
at thu door at the opposito end of tho 
compartment. 
The two men evidently 


had fought for several minutes, as the 
cushions and 
walla were spattered 


with blood and scat covers woro torn 
loose. Nothing of value was left on 
the bishop's body. The rings had been 
torn from his fingers so forcibly as to 
break the skin. A description of the 
man who loft Assisi has been secured 
and police are out along the whole line 
of railway, but as yet no arrests have 
been made. It Is supposed that after 
the doer! the assassin jumped from tho 
train to seek hiding in tho woods.

Reed, the murderer of Alexander Chap- 
poll, escaped from Washington, 1'a., 
jail May II) last. 
A largo reward 


was offered for his capture. Yester- 
day afternoon he was chased into an 
ice-house at Noblestown, and while at- 
tempting to arrest him Deputy Sheriff 
Coyle F. Mae Donald waa shot and killed. 
Reed also shot 1'ollce Officer Orr, of 
Washington, in tho shoulder, but not 
dangerously. All efforts to rout tho 
murderer proving fruitless, tho build- 
ing was set on fire, and after it was 
burned to the ground Reed's skull was 
found in the ashes. Coyle's body was 
taken homo yesterday evening. Ho 
ho.<l left just two hours before to assist 
in the capture of the murderer, who 
h;»3 been staying near Mao Donald ever 
since his escape from the Washington 
jail. 


Martial Law In Colombia. 


WASHIMOTOK, Aug. 8.— The depart- 


ment of state Is In receipt of Informa- 
tion that a serious revolutionary con- 
spiracy haa been discovered In Bolivia. 
A large number of prominent men, In- 
cluding many members of congraas, it 
is reported, have been sent beyond the 
frontier and martial law has been pro- 
claimed throughout the republic. 


Faaeed ft Submerged Wreck.
